Eleven Negroes held at Police 
Headquarters today were described 
by Police Lieut. Ira Cooper as St. 
Louis rivals of the falling Wom- 
acks, the East St. Louis troupe of 
accident fakers sentenced to prison 
terms last week for mail fraud be- 
cause of false damage claims they 
collected. f 

The Negroes, arrested during the 
lagt few days as a result of a four- 
month investigation by Lieut. 
Cooper, a Negro, have operated 
since 1923, he said.“ Cooper said he 
had information concerning more 
than 50 faked accidents in which 


one or another of the prisoners 
participated, and estimated their 
faked claims had cost insurance 
companies about $10,000. 

Five of Prisoners Related. 

The ringleader of the group, 
Lieut. Cooper said, was Albert Seay, 
47 years old, who gave an address 
in the 2600 block of Franklin ave- 
nue. As four of the prisoners are 
related to Seay; the group quickly 
was dubbed at Headquarters as “the 
stumbling Seays.” 

Seay and seven of the others were 
named in a complaint being pre- 
pared this afternoon at the Unit- 
ed States District Attorney’s of- 
fice in preparation for a request 
that mail fraud warrants be issued. 
Those named in the complaint with 
Seay were his sisters, Minnie Jones, 
33, and Amanda Gales, 32; his niece, 
Ellen Barnes, 29; Roosevelt Jones, 
husband of Minnie; Viola Hill, 25; 
Mrs. Johnnie Sims, 30, and Ouida 
Meeks, 38. 

The others held are Edna Davis, 
27; Bertha Johnson, 27, and John 
H. Robinson. Bertha Johnson and 
Robinson, Lieut. Cooper said, were 
involved only as witnesses. 

When arrested Seay had in his 
possession a notebook listing 22 
faked accidents, six of them falls 
on street cars, 


A composite account of the more 
or less fragmentary statements so 
far obtained from the prisoners, 
with information obtained by Coo- 
per from other sources, begins with 
Seay’s decision, in 1923, that there 
was “easy money” to be obtained 
in faking accidents.

Seay found the chances for col- 
lection were improved if he did not 
present claims for himself too fre- 
quently, so he began sending back 
to Mississippi for members of his 
family whom he might coach in the 
technique of accident faking. 

They soon discovered that the 

licy of the St. Louis Public Serv 
ice Co. of settling injury claims 
quickly for small amounts on the 
basis of their “nuisance value” 
made street cars and busses an 
ideal field for their operations, Sev- 
eral of the troupe, in the course of 
their statements to the police re- 
ferred to the Public Service Co, as 
“easy meat.” 

Seay’s sister Amanda proved to 
be the most skillful faller, and in 
several instances she did the tumb- 
ling, giving the name of another 
member of the troupe, who dealt 
with the claim adjusters.

Reprisal for Raid. 

The raids in this sector were re- 
garded by the Chinese as a re- 
prigal for indiscriminate Japanese 
air attacks on Chengchow, in 
which more than 1000 Chinese non- 
combatants were reported killed or 
wounded. 


The raids were termed the 
most spectacular successes achieved 
by China’s revitalized air force 
since Gen. Chiang Kai-shek decided 
to resort to offensive air bombing

WRIGHT INSANE AT TIVE 
OF KILLING JURY FINDS 


Man Who Killed Two Likely 
to Be Freed After Per- 
functory Mental Tests. 


By the Associated Press, 
LOS ANGELES, Feb. 17.—Paul 


A. Wright, who shot and killed his 


wife and his friend, John Kimmel, 
is expected to go free following an 
examination as to his present state 
of sanity, for the same jury which 
convicted him last week of man- 
slaughter, found yesterday he was 
insane at the time of the killing. 

Following the verdict yesterday, 
Superior Judge Ingall W. Bull an- 
nounced: 

“It appears to the Court that the 
defendant has regained his sanity. 
I therefore remand the defendant 
to the custody of the Sheriff until 
his sanity has been decided in the 
manner prescribed by law.” 

Wright was removed to the 
psychopathic ward of the County 
General Hospital, where he will 
undergo mental tests today. 

The examination is in the nature 
of a formality. Alienists who ob- 
served Wright during the four 
weeks of his trial testified they 
believed he is sane now. 

The jury found him not guilty by 
reason of insanity. The,courtroom 
was in an uproar after the verdict 
was réad. Cheering was halted by 
bailiffs, but it broke out again after 
Judge Bull left the bench. 

Wright collapsed and was carried 
from the courtroom. He was re- 
vived and presently returned to 
shake hands with his lawyer, Jerry 
Giesler, and pose, smiling, for a 
photographer. “My heart’s been 
clean from the beginning,” Wright 
declared, and Deputy District At- 
torney S. E. Roll as he left the 
courtroom was heard to retort, 
“Nuts!”

SWINGIN LABOR 
FIGHT AT ALTON 


Several Hundred Union 
Pickets Trying to Keep 
Them From Lake Site. 


While the St. Louis Building 
Trades Council threatened an im- 
mediate general strike on Govern- 


ment-financed building projects in 
the St. Louis area if the labor dis- 
pute over timber-clearing at the 
Alton dam is not settled at once, 
several hundred union pickets and 
about 80 non-union workers engaged 
in a brief but bitter pitched bat- 
tle this morning on the Alton river- 
front. 

Focal point in the row is the de- 
mand of the laborers’ union for a | 
wage scale of 67% cents an hour 

for the timber-clearing, and for ex- 

clusive employment of union men. 

The Corps of Engineers is paying 

a scale of 44 cents an hour for, 48 

hours a week, with the men work- 

ing only 44 hours. Spokesmen of 

the army organization contend they 

are powerless locally to change the 

wage scale or to make a working 

agreement with the union. 

In the melee, which began when 
the non-union workers charged a 

osely knit picket line to get to a 

vernment boat that was to take 
them to work on the Missouri side 
of the river, axes and clubs were 
swung, and stones were showered 
by both sides. 

Two timber-clearers were taken 
to an Alton hospital after the fight, | 
one suffering from a head injury 
and the other from a deep cut on 
the leg. A union man also was 
reported to have been painfully 
cut, but did not require hospitaliza- 
tion. Many others in the fracas 
suffered blackened eyes and minor 
cuts and bruises. 

Pickets Massed at Landing. 

The pickets, who yesterday had 
turned back a score or more of 
timber-clearers as they attempted 
to cross the dam to work on the 
2600-acre tract on the Missouri side, 
were out in force this morning to 
stop an attempt to take the work- 
ers across the river on the Govern- 
ment utility boat Piasa. 

Several hundred of them were 
lined up at the steamboat landing 
at the foot of Piasa street at 7 
o’clock when the non-union men 
began to assemble on Lincoln- 
Douglas Square, about a block 
north of the landing. The non- 
union group, apparently by pre- 
arrangement, had white handker- 
chiefs tied around their left arms 
for identification. 

Many of them carried axes, be- 
cause, so army engineers sub- 
sequently explained, there is a 
shortage of such tools on the proj- 
ect, and some of the workers had 
‘been told to bring their own tools 
with them. 

Charge on Picket Line. 

Shortly after 7 o’clock the Piasa 
tied up at the steamboat landing 
and the union men gathered in a 
compact rank between the boat and 
the non-union group. About 7:15 
the timber-clearers, walking in a 
close group approached the union 
pickets and halted. After a brief 
pause someone shouted, “Let’s go,” 
and the timber-clearers charged the 
line on the run. 

The few policemen on hand were 
powerless as the picket line swept 
in around the group of workmen. 
Fists flew and many men went 
down on the levee as both sides 
fought determinedly. Policemen re- 
ported that a few of the men swung 
clubs and that axes also were used 
as weapons. 

About half the non-union group 
finally made it to the boat landing. 
As they started to pile on the boat 


the pickets showered them with 
stones, which the non-union men 
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strike if the labor dispute is not 
settled, was made in telegrams to 
the Senators and Representatives 
from Missouri, John J. Church, sec- 
retary, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. 

Church called a meeting in his 
office at 10 a. m. tomorrow to dis- 
cuss the projected strike.

Eight other persons appeared be- 
fore the jury yesterday, including 
Mrs. Perry Cooper, who did occa- 
sional housework for Hunt and 
Smith. Sheriff B. W. Bridges said 
she had told him that the only

-22-caliber rifle. Other witnesses, 
as during the first three days of 
the investigation, were mostly rel- 
atives, friends or neighbors of 
Mitchell and Hunt. 

Druggist’s Widow Testifies. 

Mrs. Iva Mitchell, wife of the 
murdered druggist, is expected to 
be recalled by the jury to complete 
her testimony begun on Tuesday, 
At the inquest she said she was 
home at the time her husband was 
shot to death, but that the radio 
was playing and she did not hear 
the shot. She testified, however, 
that she had been expecting him 
to return home and thought she 
heard a sound like a shovel strik- 
ing the furnace in the basement.’ 
About 10 minutes later she went 
to investigate and found him dead. 
She and Mitchell were divorced 
m July, 1934, and remarried a 
month later, She was named exec-.

Forest Park avenue, employing 
about 660 production workers, was 
closed today for the third time. 
within three weeks because of a 


heavy slump in the sale of new au- 


tomobiles. 
Milton N. Johnson, plant man- 
ager, said to a Post-Dispatch re- 


been producing less than half its 
copacity of 185 cars a day since 
production of the 1938 models be- 


gan last November, would resume 
operations Feb. 28.. The shutdown 
will be effective for seven operat- 
ing days. 

Johnson said it was a question 
either of closing the plant now or 
reducing the March production 
schedule, and that the management 
had decided upon the former. The 
cause of the shutdown, “lack of de- 
mand for new automobiles,” was 
given Jan. 31 and last Thursday 
and Friday, when the plant ceased 
operations. When the 90-car-a-day 
schedule was resumed last Monday, 
plant officials said they expected to 
continue operations through the 
month. 

Sales of Ford automobiles and 
trucks in the St. Louis area totaled 
only 1400 units in January, a de- 
crease of more than 50 per cent 
from the total sales of 2985 units 
in January last year, Johnson said. 

Thomas Skinner of Detroit, as- 
sistant general sales manager of 
the company, who testified here 
last month at the National Labor 
Relations Board inquiry into Ford 
labor practices, declared that Ford 
sales in the last six months of 1937 
had decreased an aggregate of 
about 23 per cent. In the St. Louis 
territory, he testified, the drop 
was almost 50 per cent in Novem- 
ber and Decembér. 


NLEB Hearing Resumed. 


General economic conditions 
which have resulted in the loss in 
sales is one of the chief factors in 
the company’s defense against un- 
fair labor practices. The company 
is contending that low production, 
and not discrimination against 
union members, was the reason for 
not calling about 250 employes back 
to work in November. The hear- 
ing was resumed for the forty-sixth 
day this morning at Civil Courts 
Building. 

Wesley Gantz, a subforeman, who

There was nothing 
improper about that, Gantz as- 
serted, “because the company is 
against the CI O.“ In questioning 
an earlier witness, counsel for the 
N LR B said that an executive's 
interest in the labor organization 
desired by employes could be re- 
garded as a violation of the Wagner 
Act. 

All employe witnesses who have 
testified so far for the company 
have declared that the Liberty 
Legion appealed to them because 
it opposes radicalism, Communism 
and sit-down strikes. Asked for a 
definition of Communism, Gantz 
said, “It means beating up people, 
throwing acid on them and bomb- 
ing their homes.”

BEQUEST TO YALE TO FURTHER 
STUDY OF CORRECT ENGLISH 


Former Student Left $500,000 to 
Go Eventually for Cultivating 
Precise Language. 

NEW YORK; Feb. 17.—Some 
time in the uncertain future Yale 
University will get $500,000 with 
the expressed wish that it do some- 
thing to further the study of cor- 
rect English. 

Fifty years ago, when the late 
Neil Gray of Orwego, N. Y., was 
studying engineering at Sheffield 
Scientific School, Yale University, 
he was impressed by an instructor 
who constantly hammered away at 
his students to get the facts and 
convey them in precise language. 

Gray was graduated in 1890, be- 
came a manufacturer of machinery, 
retired 15 years ago, and died 
Jan. 3. 

His will was filed for probate in 
Surrogate Court at Oswego yes- 
terday. Richard J. Turk, attorney 
for the estate, said he left more 
than $500,000 in trust with the City 
Bank Farmers’ Trust Co., New 
York, the income to go to hig sis- 
ter, Mrs. Frederick de Peyster 
Townsend, of Mystic, Conn. On her 
death the money will go to Yale 
without restriction, but Gray, Turk 
said, expressed the wish that the 
university use the money to fur- 
ther “the studying of a correct and 
definite expression of the English 
language in all departments to help 
each one get’ the facts and be 
right.”

trustees of the association to dis- 
cuss their differences. 


Some physicians interpreted an 
article in the current issue of the 
journal of the A. M. A. as indicat- 
ing that the answer of the associa- 
tion to its critics will be that no 
proposals for extending medical 
care can be considered seriously 
until more information regarding 
health needs is available. The 
journal announces that a detailed 
study of medical needs of the Unit- 
ed States will be started soon un- 
der auspices of county societies af- 
filiated with A. M. A. 

Besides the question of medical 
needs another matter for discussion 
at today’s meeting is the refusal of 
the journal to print letters pointing 
out allegedly inaccurate statements 
in editorials about the defiant com- 
mittee of physicians. 

St. Louisan a Delegate. 

An editorial in the journal last 
Oct. 16 bitterly attacked the prin- 
ciples and proposals as well as 
physicians who signed the program. 
Among the original 430 signers, now 
said to have grown to 800, were 19 
St. Louisans and United States Sur- 
geon-General Thomas Parran. 

One of the St. Louis signers, Dr. 
Borden S. Veeder, was a member 
of the delegation which met today 
with the A. M. A. trustees. He is 
president of the American Board 
of Pediatrics. 

Others in the delegation were Dr. 
John P. Peters, professor of medi- 
cine at Yale University and secre- 
tary of the committee of phy- 
sicians: Dr. Hugh Cabot, consulting 
surgeon at the Mayo Clinic, 
Rochester, Minn., vice chairman of 
the committee; Dr. Thomas B. Coo- 
ley of Detroit, chairman of the 
council of the American Pediatric 
Society; Dr. Hugh J. Morgan of 
Nashville, Tenn., executive secre- 
tary of. the Association of Amer- 
ican Physicians; Dr. Robert Os- 
good of Boston, professor emeritus 
of orthopedic surgery at Harvard 
Medical School, and Dr. Emmett 
Holt of Baltimore, associate pro- 
fessor of Pediatrics at Johns Hop- 
kins Medical School. 

Principles and Proposals. 

The principles which they sup- 
port and which in somewhat sim- 
ilar form the A. M A. House of 
Delegates rejected last June are: 

The health of the people is a 
direct concern of the Govern- 
ment. 

A national public health pol- 
icy directed toward all groups of 
the population should be formu- 
lated. : 

The problem of economic need 
and the problem of providing 
adequate medical care are not 
identical. 

In the provision of adequate 
medical care for the population 
four agencies are concerned— 
voluntary and local, state and 
Federal governments. 

The committee’s proposals, in 
brief, are: 

Prevention of ‘illness must be 
emphasized. | 

An immediate problem is pro- 
vision of adequate medical care 
for the medically indigent. 

Public funds should be made 
available for the support of medi- 
cal education and research and 
for hospitals that give service to 
the indigent. 

Existing private institutions 
should be utilized in allocating 
public funds. 

Public health services should be 
extended by evolutionary process. 

Experts should investigate and 
plan this work. 

All Federal health and medical 
activities should be consolidated, 
preferably under a separate de- 

ent. 

Attached to the statement of prin- 
ciples and proposals was this note: 
“Subscribers to the above hold the 
view that health insurance alone 
does not offer a satisfactory solu- 
tion.”

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ABOUT LAW VIOLATIONS 


Wonders if Van Sweringen’s 
Erie Deal, Pennroad’s Boston 
& Maine Were Valid. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.— Sen- 
ator Wheeler asked officers of the 
Van Sweringen railroad system and 
Pennroad Corporation today to 
show whether they had violated 
New York law by acquiring stock 
in two Eastern railroads, the Erie 
and the Boston & Maine. 

Wheeler, chairman of the Senate 
Railroad Finance Committee, cited 
a New York statute which prohibits 
a corporation from acquiring more 
than 10 per centeof the stock of a 
railroad organized under the laws 
of the state. 

Herbert Fitzpatrick, chairman of 
the board of the Chesapeake & Ohio 
Railroad, a Van Sweringen affiliate, 
testified that the Virginia Trans- 
portation Co., a wholly-owned sub- 
sidiary of the Chesapeake & Ohio, 
held about 45 per cent of the stock 
of the Erie Railroad. He said in 
reply to a question that the Erie 
was organized under the laws of 
New York. 

S. J. Ogden, vice-president of 
Pennroad Corporation, said Penn- 
road held about 20 per cent of the 
stock of the Boston & Maine Rail- 
road. He testified the road was or- 
ganized under the laws of New 
York and other states. 

Unwilling to Give Opinion. 

Fitzpatrick said he knew of the 
New York statute but declared he 
was unwilling to express an opinion 
as to whether it would make void 
the Van Sweringen stock holdings 
in the Erie. 

“Since the entire subject is before 
the Public Service Commission of 
the State of New York,” Fitzpatrick 
told the Senate committee, “I don’t 
feel that I should at this time ex- 
press an opinion as to the legality 
of this matter.” 

C. B. Heiserman, former general 
counsel for the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road, asserted “Pennroad is not 
guilty of any violation of the New 
York law.” 

Before the committee started its 
hearings on the stock purchases, 
Wheeler declared that the Van 
Sweringen railroad system and the 
“Pennsylvania - Penroad” system 
represented “undisciplined, unregu- 
lated co-operative expansion in the 
railroad field.” 

Purchase Through Brokers. 

“The interests which accumulat- 
ed the holdings represented by 
these two systems were limited in 
their acquisition only by their own 
self-restraint and the limits on cash 
and credit which they could com- 
mand through ability to sell se- 
curities to the public,” Wheeler, 
said. 

“To a large extent, the expansion 

took place through purchase of 
stocks through brokers on the stock 
exchange. 
“Frequently in the scramble for 
acquisition of control of more and 
more railroad mileage, these in- 
terests encountered difficulties in 
the form of state and Federal laws. 
Not infrequently, as the record of 
the Senate Committee has demon- 
strated time and again, resort was 
had to questionable devices to 
avoid, evade, or circumvent state 
and Federal legislation.”

Roper’s Advisory Group Seeks 
Right of Employers to 
File Complaints. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt was urged by a 


Business Advisory Council subcom- 
mittee today to support council rec 
ommendations for giving employ- 
ers, as well as employes, the right 
to invoke the services of the Labor 
Relations Board. 

Other amendments to the Labor 
Relations Act also were proposed 
in one of two reports submitted to 
the President on behalf of the coun- 
cil’s industrial relations committee 
by Charles R. Hook and John D. 
Biggers, chairman and vice-chair- 
aang respectively of the commit- 


Both reports had been wunani- 
mously approved by the coun 

The first report, approved 
April 8, declared Federal and gtate 
legislation should encourage peace- 
ful settlement of labor disputes. It 
added that resort to force was “in- 
jurious” to all concerned. 


Second Report’s Proposals. 

The second report, approved Jan. 
20, 1988, contained the following 
proposed amendments to the Labor 
Relations Act: 

“Neither the act nor its adminis 
tration will favor any particular 
form of any bona fide labor organi- 
zation. 

“Employes shall be free in self- 
organization and collective bargain- 
ing from interference, restraint or 
coercion from any source. : 

“Any party to a labor dispute 
shall be able to invoke the services 
of the board. 

“The functions of fact-finding, 
prosecution and judicial decision 
shall be separated and not com- 
bined in a single agency. 

“The rights and obligations of 
employers and employes and their 
representatives for organizations 
shall be more clearly defined by law 
and made less subject to definition 
at the discretion of the board.“ 

Consistent Policy Urged. 

The first report declared the fun- 
damental principles essential to in- 
dustrial peace “should be embodied 
in a consistent industrial relations 
policy, fair to employers, employes 
and the public.” 

“This policy should then be ex- 
pressed in voluntary action and in 
state and Federal legislation.” 

It added summarizing the rest of 
the report as follows: 

“Co-operation is necessary to 
maintain and increase productivity 
and employment. Resorts to force 
are injurious to all concerned. 

“Every reasonable effort to set- 
tle controversies by agreement 
shoud be made by employers and 
employes. 

“Neither should engage in arbi- 
trary activities until all available 
methods of negotiation, conciliation 
and mediation have been exhausted. 

„Federal and state legislation 
should encourage and aid the 
peaceful settlement of labor dis- 
putes, making provision for public 
agencies exercising conciliatory 
and fact-finding powers and pro- 
viding the means of voluntary ar- 
bitrations. 


Problem of National Defense. 


“No controversial activities 
should be permitted to interfere 
with public services or jeopardise 
the national defense. 

“Employers and employes should 
be able to exercise the right of self- 
organization and collective bargain- 
ing, free from interference, re 
straint or coercion from any 
source, 

“Voluntary agreements and arbi- 
tration awards should be enforce- 
able by law. 

“Corresponding responsibilities 
should be imposed on both parties 
and enforced impartially, with a 
dominant regard for the public in- 
terest.” 

The council is composed of 46 
business men appointed by Secre- 
tary of Commerce Roper to advise 
the administration.

Six U. S. Bombers 


Over Peru 


On Miami-to-Lima Non-Stop Flight 


49 Officers and Men Making Trip—To Stay 
in Peru Tonight and Go to Buenos 
Aires Tomorrow. 


By the Associated Press. 

MIAMI, Fila., Feb. 17.—Six United 
States Army bombers reached the 
Peruvian coast today on\a non-stop 
flight from Miami to Li Peru. 

The planes sped down to the 
Canal Zone at a 200-mile-an-hour 
clip but later encountered stiff 
head winds which reduced their 


speed one-fourth. They reached 
the equator, about .800 miles from 
Lima, at 11 a. m. Eastern standard 
time (10 St. Louis time). 
An hour and a half later the 
flyers reported reaching the Peru« 
vian coast less than 600 miles from 
Lima. Speed then had been 
stepped up to 173 miles an hour 
and officers at the army airport 
here estimated the squadron would 
Be = Lima about 3:45 p. m. 
© commercial air route from 

Miami to Lima is 3132 miles and 
although the planes expected to cut 
some corners, the flight, if complet- 
ed, will set a distance mark for 
Army, Air Corps mass flights.

Foriy-nine oficers and men are 
on the flight, the most ambitious 
non-stop mass formation the army 
has ever undertaken. One officer 
is Lieut. Torgil Wold, meteorologist 
who prepares weather reports from 
information received by radio. 

At Miami each plane was serv- 
iced with 2400 gallons of gasoline. 
Box lunches and thermos jugs 
filled with coffee were placed 
aboard and each of the men got 
chocolate bars and milk tablets. 

Equipment on Planes. 

Regular equipment on each 
bomber includes two rubber life- 
boats with a capacity of five men 
each; a life vest for every man and 
Very pistols for firing flares; two 
radio sets for sending and receiv- 
ing and a homing device. 

The bombers have four motors 
of 1000 horsepower each, two of 
which would keep the plane in 
flight. They have wingspreads of 
105 feet, lengths of 75 feet and with 
full military load—bombs, guns, 
ammunition and crews—have a nor- 
mal cruising speed of 200 miles an 
hour. 

The planes will not keep within 
sight of each other, Lieut. D. R. 
Gibbs said. 

“Tt is an individual navigation 
mission,” he said. Each plane 
will have its own competent, quali- 
fied navigator whose duty it will 
be to plot the course.

“In Ryan’s own local, 791, we 
have not had an honest election in 
the past 17 years,” he said.

Tunney said Ryan “runs a dinner, 
usually in the Hotel Commodore, 
under auspices of the Joseph P. 
Ryan lation, and the tickets 
are generally around $6 each.“ He 
said 2300 tickets were sold to the 
dinner last year and “1800 guests 
at the dinner tables were steamship 
men and stevedore contractors.” 


Charges Policemen Aid. 

Many New. York City policemen 
belonged to the Joseph P. Ryan As- 
sociation, Tunney said, and Ryan 
“packs his local meetings with plain 
clothes policemen who participate 
in the union meetings, even to the 
extent of voting.” 

Both Sheehan and Tunney ex- 
pressed firm opposition to any sys- 
tem of vernment mediation of 
waterfront disputes under question- 
ing of Senator Thomas (Dem.), 
Utah.

“We don’t want mediation,” Tun- 
ney said. “When we want condi- 
tions changed, we want the right 
to go out and strike.

17.—Britain’s 
spinsters are far from satisfied by 
a House of Commons agreement to 
investigate the practicability’ of 
pensioning unmarried women 55 
years old or more at the rate of 10 
shillings ($2.50) a week. 

“Ten bob is too low,” said Sylvia 
Pankhurst, suffrage leader.

$130,000,000 APPROPRIATION

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—A rec- 
ommendation for a $130,071,105 ap- 
propriation to run the State, Jus- 
tice, Commerce and Labor Depart- 
ments and the Federal Judiciary in 
the year starting July 1 reached the 
House today from its Appropriation 
Coinmittee. 

The committee proposed that the 
money be divided this way: State 
Department, $16,608,750; Justice, 
342,229,746 (including the Judici- 
ary); Commerce, $46,899,660, and 
Labor, $24,332,950. 

The total represents an increase 
of $2,172,799 over the appropriations 
for the present year, although it is 
$1,838,546 less than the Budget Bu- 
reau suggested.

All farmers who produced cotton 
in 1937 will be eligible to vote in 
the election, which will be conduct- 
ed undgr the supervision of county 
farmer committees and at polling 
places to be established in commu- 
nities where cotton is grown. The 
ballot will be secret. 

As a step toward holding produc- 
tion to the goal level, Wallace will 
establish a national cotton acreage 
allotment of between 26,000,000 and 
26,500,000, compared with more than 
34,000,000 acres planted last year.

But the sum total of these quali- 
ties is not national strength. Ger- 
many now has as commander-in- 
chief of the army a neurotic Aus- 
trian ex-lance Corporal and house 
painter. Its entire economic life is 
regimented and controlled under 
that master economist, Gen, Goer- 
ing, an ex-aviator. Its religious 
philosophy is dictated’ by a White 
Russian fanatic and pseudo-Nietz- 
schean, Alfred Rosenberg. Its cul- 
ture is controlled by a fourth-rate 
coffee-house “intellectual,” Dr. 
Goebbels. And its foreign affairs are 
in the hands of a frivolous Nazi 
careerist and former champagne 
salesman, Ribbentrop, who, dur- 
ing his stay at the German Em- 
bassy in London, displayed almost 
a genius for awakening distaste 
for himself and the regime he rep- 
resented, 

And looming above them all and 
feared by them all is the head of 
the secret political police, a patho- 
logical sadist, Himmler, the very 
sight of whom is likely to make an 
old-line German officer retch. 

And this sextet is supposed to 
represent the leadership of a pow- 
erful renascent nation! 

. * — 

This is what personal government 
shakes down to in the end: in- 
trigue; internecine hatred; personal 
jealousies; overwhelming fear that 
the loss of a single personal advan- 
tage may mean death and oblivion, 
and eventually the total failure of 
the single thing that personal gov- 
ernment is supposed to promote: 
efficiency. The able and the brave 
perish. Fourth-raters with suffi- 
cient ruthlessness come to the top 
and keep themselves there by more 
ruthlessness. 

In the middle of the army crisis, 
the German people are treated to a 
speech by Dr. Goebbels saying that 
there is a conspiracy of German- 
Jewish milliners to ruin the arti- 
ficial flower industry by creating 
small hats with no room on them 
for flowers! Presumably Germany 
is to be saved by daisy chains.

If I try to point out with vehe- 
mence what seems to me to be the 
lesson of the developments in the 
dictatorships, it is because the dem- 
ocratic world is so hypnotized by 
them. Our New Dealers also think 
that the farther you extend the 
power of the state under personal 
leadership, the stronger the nation 
becomes. One can go back through 
2000 years of history to prove that 
it is a complete illusion—or one can 
go down to Washington and mark 
the deterioration of personnel in 
the Kitchen Cabinets of the last 
five years. = 

Personal government and the ag- 
grandizement of the state over so- 
ciety is the death of the creative 
spirit, the death of courage, inven- 
tiveness, elasticity and intelligence. 

And in the end, you do not even 
have personal leadership. You have

As Some Senators Would Have It 


TRUMAN SAFE DESPITE 
GHOST VOTE CHARGE 


Senator, Once Seated, Can. Be 
Ousted Only With Great 
Difficulty.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.~—The 
statement of United States District 
Judge Albert L. Reeves in Kansas 
City, that Senator Harry Truman 
of Missouri had been nominated 
and elected with the help of “ghost” 
votes draws attention to the fact 
that a Senator, once seated, can be 
ousted only with great difficulty 
and for specific offenses. 

The present vote fraud prosecu- 
tions illustrate the limited scope 
of Federal authority in elections. 
These cases are centered on elec- 
tions and have no direct concern 
with primaries. The elections in- 
volved are only those affecting Fed- 
eral officials, or more specifically, 
“conspiracies to injure and oppress 
citizens in their right to vote for 
members ot Congress.“ In the case 
for which appeai has been sought 


in the United States Supreme Court, 
the indictment relating to votes for 
presidential. electors was thrown 
out by the lower court on the legal 
theory that presidential electors are 
state officials. 

It is highly doubtful that ‘the 
Federal Courts would permit a 
grand jury investigation of the 
Democratic senatorial primaries in 
Kansas City since the Supreme 
Court in the famous Newberry 
ease held in 1921 that primaries 
were purely state functions. In a 
» dissent in that case Chief Justice 
White predicted that Congress 
would enact legislation to include 
primaries, observing that ober- 
wise government cannot live,” but 
the latest revision of the Corrupt 
Practices Act, in 1925, specifically 
defined elections as not including 
primaries. 

The only law giving the Senate 
the right to oust a member is that 
provision of the Constitution which 
provides that each House shall be 
judge of the elections, returns and 
qualifications of its own members. 
But even in the Newberry case, 
the Senate, while it “condemned 
and disapproved” of the manner of 
the Michigan Senator’s election, 
voted 46 to 41, to let him retain his 
seat. In the equally notorious Vare 
case, the Pennsylvania political 
boss was not ousted. He was 
stopped “at the doorstep” and was 
not permitted to take his seat. The 
Senate voted that he was not 
“qualified” to take his seat. 

Truman took his seat in the Sen- 
ate in 1935 without formal protest. 
The only way his case could be 
opened would be through a chal- 
lenge of the validity of his certifi- 
cate of election. The Kansas City 
Democratic primary could not be 
made an issue. With the Senate 
overwhelmingly Democratic, it is 
hardly likely that a resolution to 
investigate the election of a Demo- 
crat would receive serious atten- 
tion, much less approval.

Bread puddings, and some rice 
and tapioca puddings are made 
with a milk and egg base. They 
are treated just as baked custards 
—baked in a moderate oven in a 
pan of water that never gets to 
boiling. And these like all custards, 
should be removed from the hot 
water just as soon as they are set. 

The dryness of the bread can 
make a lot of difference in a bread 
pudding. Very dry bread absorbs 
much more liquid than bread only 
a few days old or that toasted espe- 
cially for the pudding. Bread for 
puddings is never in very tiny 
crumbs.

ONES WAKE HEARTY 
PARTY ENDINGS 


Rolls Include Cherries for 
Washington’s Birthde y. 


We learn and study about George 
Washington from early childhood, 
we honor his memory for his many 
great deeds, but strangely enough 
the one episode associated with 
him ig the one historians. are in- 
clined to discount, and that is the 
cherry tree episode. 

Parties on the 224 of February 
are built around cherries and hatch- 
ets arid cocked hats and red-white- 
and-blue color schemes in table dec- 
orations. While cherry pies and 
tarts have enjoyed great popularity 
as party desserts, most hostesses 
have branched out to include other 


cherry desserts. 


Upside down cakes are not new, 
but a cake made with a sponge 
cake rather than a butter cake 
foundation is an innovation. A 
frosted jelly roll is likewise some- 
thing new in the way of hearty 
endings to parties. 

Tip-Top Dessert. 

Topping— 

Two cups pitted canned cherries. 

Two-thirds cups sugar. 

Two tablespoons butter. 

Combine sugar with cherries 
(from which juice has been 
drained), place in bottom of but- 
tered baking dish and dot with the 
butter. 

Cake mixture— 

Two eggs well beaten. 

One cup sugar. 

One cup flour. 

One-half teaspoon baking soda. 

One teaspoon cream of tartar. 

One-half teaspoon of salt. 

One-half cup hot miik. 

One-half teaspoon lemon extract. 

Beat the eggs until light yellow 
and creamy. Add the sugar and 
continue beating. Sift the flour, 
soda, cream of tartar and salt to- 
gether and add to the egg mixture, 
mix well and then add the hot milk 
and lemon extract. Pour over the 
cherries in the baking dish and bake 
until cake is light to the touch and 
well browned, Bake at 350 degrees. 
This cake may be prepared in an 
automatic mixer—the texture is im- 
proved by thorough beating. 

Tip the dessert bottom side up 
when removing from baking dish 
and serve either hot or cold with 
cream, whipped cream or cherry 
sauce made by sweetening and 
thickening the cherry juice. 

Here ig another delicious cherry 
recipe, not only good for February, 
but also good for every month of 
the year: 

Cherry and Rice Whip. 

One cup canned pitted cherries 
drained. 

One cup cooked rice, 

One cup powdered sugar. 

One cup cream, whipped, 

Few drops lemon juice. 

Cook the rice 20 minutes in eight 
times its volume of rapidly boiling 
salted water. When tender, drain 
and chill. Mix the fruit, rice, sugar 
and lemon juice together, fold in 
the whipped cream. 

More sugar may be needed. Chill 
thoroughly before serving. Serves

Cherry Log. 
Filling: 


Two cups canned cherries, 

Two-thirds cup sugar. 

Two tablespoons butter, 

Three tablespoons corn starch, 

Drain juice from cherries, add 
sugar; heat to boiling point. Add 
corn starch combined with enough 
cold water to make thin paste. Stir 
mixture constantly; continue cook- 
ing until it has boiled for five min- 
utes.

One five-ounce bottle Maraschino 
cherries.

One-half teaspoon baking soda.

One-half teaspoon lemon extract. 

Beat eggs until light yellow and 
creamy—add sugar and continue 
beating. Sift together dry ingredi- 
ents; add to egg mixture and beat 
again. Add hot milk and flavor- 
ing. Pour into baking pan—bake 
at 350 degrees until light to the 
touch and evenly browned. Pre- 
pare a sponge cake by above recipe 
—bake in jelly roll pan, bottom of 
which has been covered with paper 
and buttered. When cake is done, 
turn out of pan on wrapping paper 
sprinkled with powdered sugar — 
trim edges from cake—spread with 
cherry filling and roll 
roll. Tie paper in place around 
roll and allow to chill. When roll 
is cold and firm, remove paper and 
frost with favorite chocolate or 
vanilla frosting. Garnish with Mar- 
aschino cherries.

Summer or winter, ask any Amer- 
jcan what his favorite dessert is 
and instinctively he will say “ice 
cream.” This may be modified to 
ice cream with chocolate cake, or 
ice cream and apple pie, but ice 
cream takes high honors as the fa- 
vorite. 

Of course, there are many recipes 
for this favorite dessert, including 
at least two popular methods of 
making it. Ice cream should have 
a smooth texture, with no ice parti- 
cles in evidence. Freezer ic cream 
usually has this texture because it 
ig thoroughly whipped. Whipped 
cream will usually impart it to re- 
frigerator ice cream. Usually two 
or three periods of stirring while 
the ice cream is in the process of 
freezing will give a finer texture to 
refrigerator made ice cream. 

In serving ice cream, don’t forget 
the sauce if you want a different 
touch. Chocolate, maple, whipped 
cream, a little coconut or chopped 
nut meats will enhance even the 
plainest ice cream. Individual 
baked Alaska is another way of 
serving ice cream. Small squares of 
cake placed on a board to act as 
an insulator, topped with ice cream 


and masked with meringue, all done 


very quickly and placed in a very 
hot oven to brown the meringue 
without melting the ice cream, are 
easy to make and delightful to 
gerve.

This convenient, economical 
meat is our old friend, ground 
beef. 

Clever is the homemaker who 
realizes how much appearance 
counts in the dishes she serves. It 
is fortunate that the food value of 
meat is as high in the less-demand- 
ed, less-tender cuts as in any other 
portions of the animal. Thrifty 
housewives have learned to. cook 
these portions so that the connec- 


‘tive tissue is made tender. But 


sometimes these economy dishes 
fail to win the appreciation they 
deserve because they are not 
served as attractively as they 
might be.

Any part of beef may be ground. 
The less-demanded cuts such as the 
chuck, neck, shank and heel of 
round are fine for grinding, and 
they are full of flavor. To increase 
the juiciness of these lean cuts, a 
little suet should be ground with 
the meat. It may be moistened 
with stock, gravy, milk, tomato 
juice or other vegetable juice. For 
seasoning, besides salt and pepper, 
onion, celery salt and parsley may 
be used. 

A dash of imagination in cook- 
ing and serving ground beef will 
accomplish wonders. The meat is 
now tender enough to broil like a 
steak and if its is shaped like a 
steak, its fine flavor will be even 
more completely enjoyed. Here are 
suggéstions for a number of dishes 
which are good enough. and look 
fine enough to serve at any feast; 
yet economical, easily prepared 
ground beef is the basis of each. 

Planked Ground Beef. 

Season two pounds of ground 
beef with salt, pepper, minced on- 
ion and Worcestershire sauce; bind 
all together with one egg beaten 
into one-half cup of milk. Form 
into a thick steakeand brown in a 
hot frying-pan, turning once during 
the cooking. After the “steak” is 
nicely browned reduce the temper- 
ature and cook for about 15 min- 
utes. Then remove steak carefully, 
to avoid breaking, to the center of 
a hot plank. Pipe a border of 
mashed potatoes around the edge 
of the plank. Around the steak ar- 
range tomato halves or small 
cooked carrots and white onions 
which have been boiled until tender 
and a little of the center scooped 
out and filled with buttered 
crumbs. Season all with salt, pep- 
per and butter, and put in the oven 
for 10 or 15 minutes until the steak 
is cooked and the potatoes nicely 
browned. 

Ground Beef Cakes. 

Two pounds finely ground beef. 

One small onion, finely diced. 

Salt and pepper. 

Lard for browning. 

Have beef ground very fine. If 
it is very lean, have a little suet 
ground with it. Place in a wooden 
mixing bowl, add finely diced or 
grated onion, season with salt and 
pepper and work energetically with

Combine meat, milk, crumbs and 
seasonings. Mix well. Shape to 
resemble steak about one and one- 
half inches thick. Preheat broiler 
pan to 350 degrees Farenheit. Place 
steak on heat proof platter and 
put in broiler so that the surface 
of the meat is far enough from the 
heat so that the meat will cook 
uniformly. When brown, turn, In- 
sert whole cloves in peach halves. 
Arrarfge peaches around steak and 
continue to cook until steak is well 
browned.

94,000,000-Acre Corn Allotment. 

Wallace said the law made pos- 
sible an ever-normal granary for 
corn through loan, storage and 
quota provisions. 

He said the corn provisions dove- 
tailed with those of the present 
soil conservation program, condi- 
tioning payments to farmers on soil 
conservation. A corn acreage al- 
lotment for 1938 will be announced 
as soon as possible. This will apply 
only to the commercial corn-pro- 
ducing area and will be divided 
among counties and individual 
farms. 

The national allotment, expected 
to be about 94,000,000 acres, would 
be that which at average yields, 
together with corn grown outside 
the commercial area and carryover, 
would make “a reserve supply level” 
of about 2,600,000 bushels. 

The act defines the reserve supply 
level of corn as a normal year’s 
domestic consumption and exports 
plus 10 per cent. 

Acreage allotments will be ap- 
portioned to the counties on the 
besis of production for the preced- 
ing 10 years, taking into account 
acreage diverted under 4 A A pro- 
grams, abnormal weather condi- 
tions and acreage trends. 

Allotments will be apportioned to 
individual farms on the basis of 
tillable acreage, crop rotation prac- 
tices, types of soil and typography. 
If Wallace concludes the August 
corn crop estimate indicates that 
the total supply on Oct. 1 will ex- 
ceed the normal supply by more 
than 10 per cent, he will announce 
marketing quotas for the commer- 
cial corn produting area. A refer- 
endum would be held among 
farmers within 20 days. Farmers 
would store corn in excess of their 
marketing quota. 

Loans will be available on corn 
stored on farms when indicated 
production exceeds the normal con- 
sumption and exports, or when the 
farm price is below 75 per cent 
of parity on Nov. 15.

Hap- 
piness promotes digestion, increases 
appetite, makes eating a pleasant 
memory and a delightful habit.

Don't use food as a reward, 
nor as a punishment. Don’t de- 
prive a child of his food under any 
circumstances. 

Play is another thing that is sa- 
cred to a child. Some folk think 
that refusing a child the privilege 
of some special play pleasure is the 
best sort of punishment. Be care- 
ful. 

A girl worked hard all school 
year to win a place on the tennis 
team. The week before the final 
meet she offended family disci- 
pline, and her mother decreed that 
she could not play in the meet. 
Her offense had nothing to do 
with tennis. It was another sort 
of thing altogether. That was a 
mistake. The girl resented it bit- 
terly and said her mother was 
spiteful. That does harm and no 
good whatever. 

Taking away something that a 
child has earned ig Wrong. It has 
become part of himself because he 
gave part of himself to buy it. A 
boy who has earned and saved the 
money to buy a wheel owns that 
wheel and nobody ought to take 
it. Not even if he misuses it. The 
time to object to the use of the 
wheel was before he got it. After 
that, all one can do is to try to 
advise, arrange things so that the 
conditions will be better. Taking 
it is not to be considered unless 
there is some grave reason to 
which the child himself gives full 
weight. He must agree that it is 
wise to lock up the wheel. 

It is right to deprive children 
of privileges that they abuse. If 
a child uses another's belongings 
and is careless about their use 
and their return, it is right to say, 
“You cannot use my paints again 
until I ten you.” If a child is 
given permission to stay an hour 
with a friend and stays four, neg- 
lecting his own dinner hour, it 
is right to say, “You are not to 
go to Jimmy’s house again with- 
out special permission.” - 

But don’t deprive a child of his 
birthday, his earned possessions, 
his earned and ilong-anticipated 
delights, his food. A punishment 
ought to be accepted by the child 
as just and helpful. Otherwise, 
it is useless and harmful to the 
cause,

HERE is something about Acapulco! 
something more than escape from 
winter, than colored sunsets and poly- 
chrome fish, warm, blue waters and fine, 
white sand: a nescio quid of personality 
and stimulus to variety. 
Consider the Colonel, for example. He 
was a stiffish fellow, full of rules and 
regulations. So it was but natural that 
he started, then looked away when there 
went past his table on the roof garden 
of El Tropical—at dinner, too—a pair of 
trousers so blue they almost hurt the 
eye. They were of homespun cotton, the 
kind the Mexican Indians wear, and they 
were bluer than the Bay of Acapulco. 

Often thereafter the Colonel saw those 
trousers—and the dandelion-yellow ones, 
too—but he ignored them save for side- 
long glances which apparently reflected 
controlled outrage. Not until the very 
moment of his departure from Acapulco 
did the Colonel comment. 

“Sir!” he 
“Sir, those trousers"—— “Yes?” bristled 
the wearer, prepared to defend himself. 

“May I presume to inquire where you 
purchased them?” “A Las Tres Bs, and 
cheap, too.” 

The Colonel saluted and strode away 
to the store of the Three Bs. 

Yes, from jog-trot winter resorts Mex- 
ico’s Acapulco, on the Pacific Ocean 
stands out like a zebra. But the climate 
is the mark of the place, which is 2200 
miles south of the gray gloom of St. 
Louis winter. Sun-drenched and sea- 
blown, backed by mountains, haunted by 
ghosts of pirates and Spanish galleons, 
this 400-year-old port has temperatures 
rarely below 75 or above 85 degrees, trav- 
elers are told. 

Well, we'd see about that, we travelers 
from St. Louis. We were from Missouri 
and we'd have to be shown. So, on our 
way in midwinter, we bought a Fahren- 
heit thermometer in an American drug 
store in Mexico, D. F. Down from Guer- 
rero’s green mountains, among Acapulco’s 
royal palms, we drew forth the instru- 
ment, It said 79 degrees. 

Next morning, as a parrot eyed us 
mockingly, we recalled our witness. 
Seventy-nine degrees was the testimony. 
Under noon’s brightly blazing sun, the 
temperature was 80 degrees. By evening 
it had dropped back to 79.

The results were almost invariably the 
same. We even sprang up before dawn, 
flashlight in hand, only to find the mer- 
cury at 78. We bought a second thermom- 
eter lest the first be a liar. But day in, 
day out, light or dark, believe it or not, 
the temperature did not go below 78 or 
above 82. 

It is in such halcyon weather that the 
winter visitor goes out beyond the bay 
for shark, giant ray, marlin or sailfish;

sky stay up. 

There are 12 beaches in or near Aca- 
pulco. Of the two most frequented— 
rock-bound Caleta and palm-fringed Los 
Hornos—Caleta is the finer.

At a distance the tanned 
foreigners and cafe-au-lait Mexicans are 
indistinguishable. All grown males wear 
only conventional trunks—although one 
Acapulco-struck big name from Holly- 
wood, at Caleta with us, strutted in a 
geestring—but small boys go happily 
about in puris naturalibus. 

Winter pleasures at the beaches are 
these: an eye-catching Spanish nymph, 
the broad-shouldered hero of the Mexican 
movies, the caressing sunshine; the re- 
freshing, but not chill, salt water, in 
which one may float as on a gently- 
rocking mattress; the warm, water-lapped 
boulders on which one may flatten like

shallows at indigo and sulphur colored 
fish, striped and dotted, or watch the 
pelicans swoop and plunk into the sea 
with a great belly-flop for the catch; the 
little native craft which may be hired 
for a peso or two for gazing at sea won- 
ders through a box with a glass bottom; 
the ripe bananas, healthful papayas and 


huge, sweet, seedless oranges, sold, in- 


deed, almost given away, in open shops 
with thatched roofs. 

In the evening. one may saunter around 
the plaza, past the venders’ stalls of In- 
dian women, part of a strolling circle of 
townsfolk and visitors gathered in mu- 
tual curiosity. Around and around the 
plaza they go, in and out of cantinas. 
Above, on the roof of the church, an In- 
dian boy tugs at a rope and there is a 
tinny dissonance of bells. Brown sail- 
ors play dominoes at sidewalk tables. 
Boys play checkers with beer-bottle caps. 
Coconuts in little pyramids await a swift 
chop and a sipping straw. 

There, or perhaps even better in the 
central street market not far away, may 
be bought sandals of woven leather, fiber 
hammocks—at 56 cents each—snakeskin 
belts, the straw mats called petates, paint- 
ed gourds, cattle horns which moo like 
cows when blown and necklaces of tiny, 
white, pink or lavender shells. 

A necklace of exquisite loveliness— 
made of about 400 shells laboriously gath- 
ered at distant beaches—costs 3 cents. 
That is the standard price. To the street, 
market in the evening come the singers 
of corridos, the folk musicians who throb 
guitars as they sing popular ballads and 
crack sly jokes for the circle of gravely 
amused Indians. 

As the tropical twilight fades fast, the 
street of the market twinkles with fires 
for cooking. The dark -hides the dirt. 
Yes, Acapulco is dirty. But as one trav- 
eler observed, at least it is the romantic 
kind of dirt. There are no clean-up cam- 
paigns in Acapulco. In fact, not only in 
that respect but generally the spirit of 


aggressive Yankeeism is notably and, by 
way of change, not unpleasantly lacking. 
Sometimes the native passiveness, man- 
ages to defeat the dynamic attitude.

But next time Orrin won. At dinner 
we had just finished our agujon (needle- 
fish with bright green bones) and were 
waiting, with anticipation based on ex- 
perience, for the wild-duck course, when 
the Chinese cook burst from the kitchen 
with a jabbering complaint. Goaded by 
what he considered the insults of one of 
his assistants, he asked respectfully but 


with an angry glint in his eye, Do you 


know what we need in this kitchen?” 

“Sure,” said Orrin, without changing 
expression, “a cook.” 

If one wishes to investigate the source 
of his dinner of duck he may take the 
boat trip from Pie de la Cuesta up the 
fresh-water lagoon where countless thou- 
sands of ducks from the United States 
and Canada spend their winters.
